age weight of not more than 250 
pounds. 
In the lot of 5,500 hogs received 
by the Xenia company the old clip­ 
ping shows that some o f small lots, 
which composed the whole, averaged 
as high as 570 pounds. 
The same clipping tells about a 
bunch of 20 hogs raised by William 
Huffman, in Adams township, Clin­ 
ton county which weighed an aver­ 
age of 666 pounds when they were 
sold at the age of 20 months.

CAR VENTILATION. 


While the dem and for fresh air 
and plenty of it is g reater th a n it 
used to be, persons who are com­ 
pelled to travel in th e w in te r tim e 
know th a t car and tra in ventilation 
seems to be worse th a n It ever was. 


One would n a tu ra lly suppose th a t 
more a tte n tio n o u g h t to be given to 
tho air supply th an in form er days. 
Such is not the case and th e observ­ 
a n t trav eler is prone to w onder w hy 
it is so. 
T raction cars, and railw ay 
train s seem to be guarded by vigi­ 
lant conductors w ith a view to keep­ 
ing out every breath of outdoor air, 
while street car conductors are some­ 
times alm ost savage in th eir devotion 
to a misconception of duty. 
Long vcstibuled trains 
are 
the 
wrorst offenders. 
The carefulness of 
th e 
trainm en 
to 
see th a t 
only 
one o r two doors are opened at each 
stop precludes th e possibility of any 
ventilation from th a t source. The re­ 
sult is th a t the incom ing passengers 
is assailed by 
a sickening 
stench, 
composed of various 
ingredients — 
fetid breath from the crowd, 
hot, 
heavy air from dirty steam pipes and 
m alodorous disinfectant, 
w hich 
is 
used with prodigality, in th e a p p a r­ 
ent hope of overcom ing some of the 
evils w ithin the ears. 
It is a poor 
su b stitute for fresh air. 
Traction cars in most instances 
are m uch better, 
The frequent open­ 
ing of doors and the more im perfect 
window construction helps to let in 
some of the dreaded fresh air, in 
spite of the v igilan t conductor. 
On 
some of the lim ited cars, however, 
mechanical genius is coining to the 
aid of the enem ies of 
ventilation. 
Double windows, sim ilar to those on 
the new er steam road coaches, have 
been put in, screwed down to prevent 
the possibility of a rebellious pas­ 
senger opening them under any pre­ 
text. 
Street cars present quite the same 
problem.
